FIRST ST. LOUIS SUIT FOR 


COLLECTION OF INCOME TAX 


Government Brings Action to Col- 
lect on Widow's Income Over 
$20,000 a Year. 

The first suit in the United States 
District Court here to -enforce the 
payment of an income tax was filed 
by the Government today against 
Mrs. Sarah L. G. Wilson, of 4 North 
King’s highway, widow of Newton 
R. Wilson, a Texas lumberman whv 
died June 23, 1914. ' 

The suit is based on the old in- 
come tax law which provided for 
the payment of one per cent tax on 
incomes of more than $20,000 a vear. 

It is alleged in the petition that 
Mrs. Wilson, since her husband's 
death has resisted the collection of 
$143.63 which was the tax on her 
husband's income from March ‘to 
December, 1913. In that period, the 
petition savs, Wilson had a total in- 
come of $51,117.45. His legal de- 
ductions were $16,754.23, leaving a 
net income of $34.363.22. of all over 
$20,000 was taxable.
